OPENING ROUND REVIEW 


Perth And Spirit Grab Headlines, As Kingz Start With Loss 


The much-fancied Perth Glory made a winning start to the 
National Soccer League for the 2001-2 season at South 
Melbourne on october 7, downing last season's 
Premiership phase champions 3-1 at Bob Jane Stadium. 


First half goals from Bobby Despotovski and a second half 
strike to four-time Golden Boot winner Damian Mori put 
paid to the much-changed Victorian side, whose lone con- 
solation came from Steve Manceski deep in stoppage time. 


Twenty-four hours earlier, Norther Spirit also recorded a 3- 
1 win on the road, Parramatta Power the beaten team in a 
match which saw both teams conclude proceedings with 
ten men 
Nick Orlic and Spirit,s Pablo Cardozo exchanged goals in 
the first ten minutes of play, but after Dave Barrett's tackle 
from behind on the visitor's John Hutchinson gave referee 
Mark Shield no option to wield the red card just minutes 
before half-time, the odds swung in Spint’s favour. 
Hutchinson extracted maximum revenge when heading 
the visitors in front in. first half stoppage time, and former 
Leicester City defender Julian Watts further extended their 
advantage soon after the interval. 
Spirt's captain, Craig Foster, blotted his team,s winning 
start when sent off for a second bookable offence fifteen 
minutes from time. 

Brisbane Strikers scored a fully deserved 2-1 victory over 
the Football Kingz in the opening fixture of the 

at the pristine Ballymore Oval on October 5, but the home 


team will feel disappointed that their winning margin was 


not significantly greater, such were the defensive deficien- 
cies of their opponents.
